Those ratepayers who won: induced 
to sanction the City Hall because it 
was teputecl to include a public iuar- 
kot; uiid the fanners who wore delud- 
ed into the belief that first-class quar- 
ters would be provided for them on 
City Hall square, must now realize how 
completely they have been fooled. The 
quarters provided as a market are so 
small and inconvenient that not a sin- 
gle application has yet been received, 
and the farmers still hawk provisions 
from iloortodoorseekingcustoiuers. The 
object the supporters of the scheme 
sought to advance was the erection of 
the City Hall; and to sugarcoat the pill 
and make it palatable they pretended 
that it comprehended a market as well 
as a hall. We now ask the advocates 
of a City Hall and public market to 
point out the whereabouts of the 
market. 



Church Notes. 



A single incident shows how the lie- 
formed Episcopal Church in England is 
likely to profit by the dissensions of 
State Church parties. At Sidcup, 
Kent, an evangelical vicar died; the 
ministrations of his successor were not 
agreeable to a large number of his 
worshippers in the parish, who pro- 
ceeded to erect another church build- 
ing. The new church could not be 
used, however, for State Church wor- 
ship, a's intended, without a license 
from the vicar. Such license was re- 
fused. The subscribers immediately 
adopted a resolution to make arrange- 
ments "for opening the church as a 
Reformed Episcopal Church under the 
jurisdiction and authority of the Right 
Rev. Bishop Gregg." The resolution 
was carried out, and the edifice conse- 
crated February 14th. And so Re- 
formed Episcopalianism has been intro- 
duced into the diocese of Canterbury, 
right under the eyes of the primate. 

The winter spent by Mr. Moody in 
Baltimore has been one of the most re- 
markable of his long career as an 
evangelist. His sermons have averaged 
three or four each day. In Dr. Ley- 
burn's church daily meetings have been 
held for men only, and have been 
crowded. The whole city, from the 
prisons to the highest business circles, 
have been stirred. The Rev. E. P. 
Hammond, the Rev. George F. Pente- 
cost and Major Whittle have been con- 
stantly occupied during the past win- 
ter. Mr. Pentecost is now in Chicago, 
Mr. Hammond in Chatham, Canada, 
and Major Whittle in St. Louis. 

At the funeral of a member of the 
Wisconsin Legislature the officiating 
clergyman raised a tremendous storm 
by making a rousing temperance 
speech and declaring that whisky had 
taken the dead man off 



committee of all their members, have 
resolved to consolidate al! their church 
debts into one pile, and then to proceed 
to remove that pile altogether. 

The 'Weekly Review' (London) says 
that since 186*0 nearly six hundred 
Jew s have confessed faith in Christ in 
the Episcopal dews' Chapel, Palestine 
Place, London. Since December last 
thirty-four persons have been added to 
the number. 

An extensive religious movement, at- 
tended with considerable excitement, is 
in progress in South Wales. It is con- 
ducted by three young women, who 
call themselves 'Salvation Army.' The 
chief one is Miss Sheppard. The ad- 
dresses of these women are producing 
great impression, especially upon the 
rough miners. An account is given of 
the attempt of a reporter to talk with 
the principal woman. He asked her, 
'How many converts have you made Y 
'About live hundred,' was the reply. 
'Where do vou intend to go,' he then 
asked, 'when you leave here f 'To 
Heaven,' said Miss Sheppard. He then 
tried to ascertain what her plans were, 
when she met him with earnest exhor- 
tations to 'look to his soul's salvation.' 
Site told him that she had no time to 
spend in furnishing news for the news- 
papers, but must give herself to saving 
souls. The meetings are held at night, 
the time being occupied in singing Welsh 
hymns, praying and preaching. The 
young men and women at some of the 
meetings throw away their ornaments 
and pipes, and at one Service the 
young women tore off the flounces 
from their dresses, renouncing them 
as idols. (hie account of an 
all-night meeting in Uhoudda 
Valley says: "Young men rushed 
to the penitents' table, calling 
to God to bless them, and one of theui 
took oil' his coat and tucked up his 
sleeves; while the rest of the audience, 
embracing ami shouting 'Hallelujah!' 
shook hands and sang and prayed by 
turns. This went on till daylight.

A fearful conflict ensued resulting in 
great slaughter of the Zulus who wish- 
ed to surrender and they were dis- 
persed and driven back. Matcoua es- 
caped and it is reported thai Dabal 
Manzi was killed.

Milk and Butter. 

A correspondent asks "how many 
pounds of milk make a pound of but- 
ter?" Should he ask an architect how 
many bricks it would take to build a 
house, the answer might be, "that de- 
pends on the size of the house. " 

The amount of butter you can get 
from a given quantity of milk depends on 
a variety of circumstances. Important 
amongst these may bereckoned the kind 
of feed you give your cows, and most 
important, the kind of cows you feed. 
Then comes into the account the length 
of time your cows have been in milk, 
whether fresh or neai ly dry, and the 
facilities you have for handling. Hav- 
ing recently made some experiments, 
and with considerable care, on the milk 
of different cows, 1 submit the results. 

I have used the milk of four cows; 
two thoroughbred Jerseys, one Jersey 
gradoand one Ayrshire gradeas follows: 
Dewdrop,(l 1,B. 314), makes one pound 
best butter from five and seven-tenths 
quarts of milk. Countess (PL B. 2820), 
makes one pound best butter from six 
and three-tenths quarts of milk. Miss 
Eddy, (half Jersey, half native), makes 
one pound fair buttor from eight and 
three-fourths quarts of milk. Flora, 
(Ayrshire three-fourths, and native one 
fourth), makes one pound common but- 
ter from thirteen quarts of milk. 

There is no guessing about these 
figures. The milk was weighed with 
accuracy, and every fraction of an 
ounce counted and reduced to quarts on 
the basis of two pounds one and one- 
half ounces to tho quart, w hich 1 find 
to be just what a fairly measured quart 
will weigh. This goes to show the rela- 
tive profitableness of cows. Mv cows 
are well fed — good hay with eightquarts 
per day of ground corn and oats to 
each cow — and they are fed alike. It 
costs as much to feed the Aryshire as 
the Jersey. The same quantity of milk 
that it takes to make a pound of 
common wdiite butterfrom the Aryshire, 
would, if taken from the first Jersey, make 
over two and one-fourth pounds, and 
if from the second Jersey, over two 
pounds of gilt edge butter. In any 
discriminating market, one pound of it 
is worth three of the otlier. 



Doolino of tho Boat Raco Mania. 

As for the boat race, of which I 
made mention as a London landmark at 
the beginning of the letter, the cable 
will long ago have told you all you 
want to know about it, but I should 
like to say that this year some of the 
sporting papers have been very much 
down upon it. One of them says: "We 
know of nothing much more contempti- 
ble in the way of sport than the Ox- 
ford and Cambridge boat race. The 
crews come on tho Thames, practice on 
it for weeks, are tried against the 
8a mo men and the final result is left u 
foregone conclusion. Have the layers 
of odds at the finish ever been wrong 
except once, when thoro was an acci- 
dent) If the object in rowing is sport 
and not notoriety, let the two crews be 
trained on their representative rivers 
and then come right away and row the 
race on the Thames, which is neutral 
water. They may say that they do not 
know the course. It is as fair for one 
as the other, and the coxswain ought 
easily to be able to master the difficulty. 

Another paragraph runs thus: — "No- 
body seems to care a straw about the 
boat race this year. Allowing even 
for the churlishness of tho weather, 
there is a remarkable falling off in 
London's annual enthusiasm. Perhaps 
this is on account of the hard times; 
perhaps it is owing to the Zulu war; 
perhaps, also, it is because tho world is 
growing older and wiser, and no longer 
cares to shout itself hoarse about six- 
teen boys in a couple of boats, either 
eight of whom could be beaten into a 
cocked hat by a London or Kingston 
rowing crew after a week's training." 
There seems, in fact, to be a feeling that 
the days of the race on London waters 
are doomed, and that as the crews them- 
selves complain bitterly now and then 
of their popularity and urge that the 
race is a private match the sooner they 
row it on the calm, tidelcss stretch of 
some remote lake in the North of Eng- 
land the better for everybody. — London 
Correspondent Xeiu York Herald.
